The 
ministers of the city did not work in 
accord with the evangelist and the aa- 
•ociation, on accou nt of it lieing the 
week of p rayer, and all of the chan hes 
were bolding 
sp ^vial 
services. Dr. 
Tracy conferred with 
the ministers 
and ask(*d for 
their assistance, bu t 
they deemed it u nwise to give it, u nder 
the circu mstan« *s, and snggeettHl that 
the temp iTance workers shou ld p ost­ 
p one their servicrti for the time lieing. 
The evangelist qu » *stioiu HÌ as to the 
nu mb» » r of chu rch memliers in the city, 
and then as to the nu mb« 'r of inhabit­ 
ants, and fou nd he had alxmt S»,«)00 t o 
draw from, those who wert* non-attend­ 
ants at the variou s chu rchiMi, and he told 
the ministers he had all the arnvnge- 
ments made for the work and wou ld go 
ahead, stating that it w'as not chu rch 
members he W'as anxiou s to have at his 
meetings. 
At an after chu n h nnwting 
in the First M. K. chu rch. Kov. J. M 
Hu ston, p astor of the chnr<‘h, miwle 
statements from his p u lp it which Unì 
the members of the Woman’s Christian 
Union to believe that the minister had 
termed Dr, N. W. Tracy a frau d ; fu r­ 
ther, the

above bim. He looked up and saw som e­ 
thing that astonished hun. A fox squir­ 
rel— and a fox squirrel is the biggest of 
the squirrel kind— was leaping from 
lim b to limb, from tree to tree, in mortal 
affright, evidently fleeing from some 
deadly enemy. Close behind bim , curv­ 
ing, tw ining and tw isting, bat w ith all 
details of its locomotion invisible from 
below, so sw ift its progress and so easy 
its passing from lim b to limb and tree 
to tree, came three to five feet of black 
ness. It was a blacksnake pursuing the 
fox squirrel. Its chase was hopeless, but 
the ability and the hungry earnestness 
of this one constrictor of our northern 
woods were demonstrated remarkably. 
As for the man underneath— w ell, ho 
was a young fellow with a shotgun. 
The young fellow w ith a shotgun is a 
reasonably good shot in tho country, 
and he kills snakes.
